Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC president for the 
last 20 years, has confirmed that he intends to 
step down from that post at the end of the 
1978-79 school year. 


Johnson, who first came to the college 35 
years ago as a chemistry instructor, has been 
recognized by critics as well as friends as 
having skillfully headed the college, which 
grew from a meager 2,000 students to the 
present population of approximately 16,000 
during his administration. 

The career educator, with mist in his eyes, 
first revealed his retirement plans Originally set 
for the end of the 1978 spring semester, during 
the June 13 Board of Trustees meeting. 

The announcement came at the end of a 
lengthy executive session of RSCCD trustees. 

Those attending the meeting were visibly 
Surprised by the news and many college 
personnel could be seen attempting to hide 
deep emotion as the trustees accepted his 
resignation with a unanimous board motion. 


SAC President to retire, 
contract ends spring ‘79 


During the August 1 board meeting, at the 
unanimous urging of the trustees, Johnson, 
consented to remain as President until the end 
of his contract, which expires at the end of the 
spring 1979 semester. 

The request came, according to Johnson, 
“Because of the nature of what we are doing 
and the major changes -- They asked me to stay 
on.”’ He smiled, adding, ‘They didn’t want to 
change horses in mid-stream.” 

“Of course, there will always be things to 
do,” said Johnson. ‘Additional development of 
this campus and of the Canyon Hills site,” 
would be among his priorities as he winds up 
his administration. 

Commenting ona recent Los Angeles Times 
news story that said college freshmen are now 
receiving the lowest scholastic aptitude scores 
in the Ist 51 years, Johnson also called helping 
students “improve proficiency in basic skills,’ 
another of the challenges facing his office. 

Meanwhile, it looks like some long awaited 
traveling SAC’s president and his wife have 
been anticipating will have to wait for another 2 
years.

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Fall enrollment uncertain, 
trend indicates decline 


Early estimates of students 
registering for the fall semester 
show enrollment in college- 
credit courses may decline for 
the second consecutive year, 
according to Dean of Admissions 
Harold Bateman. 


A two per cent drop, which is 
the latest figure being 
discussed, would mean a loss of 
about $121,000 in state funds 
over last year. 


“We really don’t know for sure 
until census week, but right 
now, it looks like enrollment 
may be down slightly from last 
fall,"’ said Bateman, who cited 
the winding down of veteran’s 
benefits as a major reason for 
the decreasing tallies. Bateman 


had previously predicted a 
“leveling off’ of enrollment 
during budget considerations by 
the board of trustees. 

Last fall, the census, taken 
during the fourth week of school 
showed a major drop in the 
student population, from an all- 
time high of 16,764 in 1975-76, 
enrollment fell to 15,117. 

The slide continued into the 
spring, when total students in 
college-credit courses numbered 
approximately 13,000. 

Last year, school officials 
cited the lessening of 
unemployment, when nation- 
wide the economy took an 
upswing, as a big factor in the 
sudden drop in people seeking 
college degrees. 


Death of operations chief 
George D. Pace mourned 


Director of Maintenance and 
Operations George Pace, a man 
known by the hard work and 
pride he put into his job on 
Campus, died during the 
summer break. 

Pace, who lived near the 
campus, was always available 
during emergencies and 
considered the college ‘“‘his 
baby,’’ according to co-workers. 

SAC President John E. 
Johnson announced that he 
was ‘“‘deeply saddened by the 
untimely death.’ Pace had

supervised campus maintenance 
of the expanding campus since 
1972. William Carnahan, in 
charge of all building 
inspections at SAC, is currently 
filling in the maintenance post 
until a successor io Pace is 
chosen. 

The cause of death remains 
unannounced; the director was 
60 years old. 

Pace was born in New York 
City June 16, 1917. After 
graduating from a New York 
high school in 1935, he briefly 
attended night classes at New 
York University’s School of 
Business, but left before 
receiving a degree. 

Between 1940 and 1945, he 
held a classified position with 
the FBI, and after studying 
audio-visual technology in 1965 
he was hired by SAC to work in 
the AV Department. 

Pace is survived by his wife 
Jeanne, one son, George Jr., 
three daughters, Pamela 
Mongert, Noel Bain, Penelope 
Love and seven grandchildren. 
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This fall, Bateman predicts

the number of veterans at SAC, 


he feels a 3 per cent rise in 
district population will 
contribute to a steadying in the 
enrollment drop. 

While the total number of 
students returning from last 
semester will certainly be 
smaller, influencing any 
downward trend, an_ inter- 
district .agreement with 
Saddleback College is expected 
to mean an increase for this 
campus. 

Under the agreement, which 
is not being heavily publicized by 
either district, residents in the 
fringe area of the Saddleback 
district, many of whom find that 
college twice as far from them 
as SAC, will now be allowed to 
take 6 units or less at SAC 
without an inter-district release. 

A similar agreement between 
the RSCCD and the North 
Orange County Community 
College District (Fullerton 
College) may mean a slight loss 
of students living in the 
Anaheim Hills area, though no 
one is willing to speculate just 
how much. 

Should enrollment continue 
its past downward arc, it still will 
not have any effect on plans fora 
second campus near Anaheim 
Hills administrators assure, 
since most of the district-wide 3 
per cent growth will be 
concentrated in that one area, 
where development is predicted 
to increase its population 300 
per. cent over the next 30 years.
